/R. Forbes, former director of the 
Veterans’ Bureau, testifying today be- 
fore the Senate Committee investi- 
gating affairs of the bureau, denied 
thaf he was removed from office by 
Warren G. Harding for insubordina- 
tion, as previously testified by Brig.- 
Gen. Charles E.* Sawyer, personal 
physician to the late President. 

It had been stated by General Saw- 
yer that orders were issued by Mr. 
Harding that certain sales at the bu- 
reau’s supply depot in Perryville, Md., 
should be stopped, and, notwithstand- 
ing these orders, Colonel Forbes al- 
lowed the sales to continue. This was 
said to have caused the President to 
request his resignation. ve 
¢ But the story given by Colonel 
Forbes today was entirely different, 
attributing his resignation to differ- 
ences with Generat Sawyer. Accord- 
ing to Colonel Forbes, General-Sawyer 
interfered with his administration at 
every turn. Finally the breach be- 
tween them having gone beyond re- 
pair, the former resigned to relieve the 
President of embarrassment.

ALIEN LAND TENURE PROBLEM 


SETTLED IN WEST BY RULING 


Californians; Following Supreme Court Decision, Have 
Legal Authority to Dispossess Japanese Non-Citizens*

, SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13—The 
United: States Supreme Court's de- 
cision upholding the statutes prohibit- 
ing aliens ineligible to citizenship 
from owning or leasing land in this 
State and Washington, is charac- 
terized by U. S. Webb, State Attorney- 
General, as “a signal victory for Cali- 
fornia, vindicating 13 years of inces- 
ant agitation, labor and litigation in 
this State permanently to disbar*non- 
assimilable Asiatics, especially 
Japanese.” 

Two other cases pending before 
the court aim to prevent aliens from 
owning stock in a land-owning corpo- 
ration or from making crop contracts 
on leased land. 

“These latter cases are important 
but not paramount,” said Mr. Webb. 
“The decisions rendered give us a 
solid legal front with which to insti- 
tute proceedings for the eviction of 
Japanese ineligible to citizenship, and, 
therefore, holding and leasing land 
illegally. Evasion and court wran- 
gling are at an end, and we of the 
California bar, as well as those agri- 
cultural and commercial interests 
which are most vitally affected by 
Asiatic encroachment, are grateful for 
this final word.” 

Curtis D. Wilbur, chief justice pf the 
California State Supreme Court; said: 
“The deciston, as I understand it with- 
ont reading the full text, conforms in 
detail with our decision in this State. 
It upholds fully, the basic contentions 
offour court that citizenship and land 
tenure rights are inseparable.”/ ~.

The Japanese 
must now take day labor or get out.

very well in times of prosperity, but 
in times of national emergency it was 
out of place. 

Dr. Stresemann furthermore put 
all the blame for Germany’s apparent |'—— 
collapse down to “foreign oppres- 
sion,’ and said that the cutting off 
of territory from Germany, and the 


taking away of its colonies, its for- 


eign credits and its- industrial cen- 
ters was leading it into fnancial, 
economic and social ruin.

Herr Hitler as Scapegoat 
| As it is, it is considered that Herr 
|Hitler is being made the scapegoat 
‘for something in which, in various 
‘shades, the Nationalists were all more 
or less involved. In the meanwhile, 
‘the Hitler forces, which all took to 
|the woods after their defeat, are be- 
‘ginning to come back, now that it 
appears nothing is going to be done to 
‘them. Furthermore with Herr Hitler

The Rev. E. Talmadge Root, execu- 
tive secretary of the Federation. in an 
extensive report on questions before 
the council of denominational dele- 
gates, outlined the growth of the vari- 
ous temperance agencies in this State, 
and their unifieation with the churches. 
He reviewed the work of the Anti- 
Saloon League since its organization, 
and its efforts to obtain the passage of 
a state enforcement law. “We have 
now come to the decisive batle,” said 


should 


Mr. Root. “In the baitle of ballots next 
fall we neéd the skill of this veteran 
organization. None of the rest of us 
can do its work. Therefore your com- 
mittee recommends mora] and finan- 
cial support.of the League.” 


Showed America ts Aroused 


“The Citizenship Cohference held 
recently in Washington, representing 
every part of the country,” continued 
Mr. Root, “showed that America is 
aroused, And has made enforcement a 
burning issue. Massachusetts is ar- 
ranging a New saa 2 Conference 
in January. 

“While Massac binsecti has the honor 
of being the first great manufacturing , 
state to ratify the Eighteenth Amend-: 
ment, it is one of two which has failed 
to pass the concurrent enforcement 
legislation required; and so remains 
one of the conspicuous “wet” spots in 
the Nation. The Code of@1922 was de- 
feated at the polls by 103,000. The 
main reason was that church people 
either failed to mark their ballots on 
that question, or to vote at all, or 
even to register. The key to victory 
on the simpler law submitted next 
November is to get our church vote 
registered.” 

Mr. Root suggested the use of the 
citizenship honor roll, used by a few 
churehes last year, as a method of 
bringing out the whole church vote. 

Questions of international peace 
were discussed in ,Mr. Root’s report, 
wherein he outlined that for nine years 
the federation has kept the issue be- 
fore the churches, and with their 
approval has aorged America’s partici- 
pation in an international organization 
to terminate war. 


Fatility of Armaments 


“On a recommendation. from the 
Peace Committee, organized in 1914, 
a resolution. of the National Congre- 
zational Council was adopted,” said 
Mr. Root, “which declared that the 
war has demonstrated the futility of

Stephen Cihorowsky of Boylston, 
got three months in the Worcester 
jail: after admitting he had manu- 
factured 20 gallons of liquor. Ade- 
lard Lechancé of Fall River, who got 
30 days in New Bedford County jail, 
pleading . guilty to manufacturing 5 


gallons of liquor. 


Michael Honzart of Fall River, and 
Andrew Fagan of Westminster, 
charged with manufacturing liquor, 
were sentenced to two, and to one 
month in jail respectively. . Jan 
Mythkiewies of Fall River, who 
pleaded guilty to a like charge, got 30 
days in jail. 

At the same time Louis L. Rober of 
Winnicannet Inn, East Norton, pleaded 
guilty to selling liquor to prohibition 
agents, and was fined $50; Jacob 
Richard of Oxford, charged with pos- 
sessing - liquor, was fined a like 
amount, William Gleason and Philip 
Despin of Taunton, possessing liquor 
were fined $25; Albert Gagnon of 
Worcester, possessing liquor, was 
fined $100. 

Several further fines were imposed: 
Alphonse Beaudoin of Lawrence, sale, 
$100; George W. Neilson of Worcester, 
sale, $50; John B. Silk and Joseph W.

It has beeh a rather 
shameless abuse of Shakespeare, and 
it is to the credit of the critics and 
others that they have condemned it 
in quite unmeasured terms, despite 
the good acting that the chief of the 
company put into it. 

Attempts have been made from time 
to time to bring real Shakespeare, in 
Spanish, to Madrid, but the spirit 
seems wanting in both producers and 
people. Ricardo Calvo, who for some 
seasons, especially when in collabora- 
tion with Benavente, played the classi- 
cal.lead at the Espafiol, once told the 
writer that he had a great yearning 
to play much Shakespeare here, but 
felt it could hardly be done in modern 
times. He himself had essayed Ham- 
let arid Romeo, but mostly in the coun- 
try, and he gloried in‘the parts, but 
‘Spanish players had the disadvantage 
of never having seen them done 
abroad and being left entirely to their

BELGRADE, Oct. 21 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—Both the large and small 
National theaters at Belgrade last 
season saw great improvement in 
every respect.

The French Government passed a 
compulsory city-planning law which 
applied to all cities of over 20,000 
population and to all towns and vil- 
jlages in the devastated area. The best 
‘plan in the exhibition was selected for 
use in rebuilding Rheims under this 
luw. But the people of Rheims, flock- 
ing back “to~their ruins, did not take 
kindly to the plan, fe®ling that ft in- 
terfered with their property, and they 


succeeded in getting most. of its de- 
sirable features eliminated, one after | 
another. Thére was ~also jealousy | 
among rival French architects and 
engineers, and general dissatisfaction. | 
Then two things happened. Rheims | 
held a city election, the first since be- | 
fore the war, and put in a Social-. 
Democrat mayor and council. And 
Mr. Ford was asked to make plans) 
for the rebuilding of Rheims.. For the 
way things have gone since then, Mr.

Pie-shaped sectors, widen- 
ing indefinitely out to the country for 
future expansion, are to furnish space 
for various industries: each alternat- 
ing sector is devoted to housing for 
the workers in the adjacent one. 

“The people of Rheims are eagerly 
adopting new ideas of sanitation, and 
want very much to have a sewer sys- 
tem; but It would cost 50,000,000 
francs, and unless the Germans pay 
the indemnity they will not be able 
to afford it,” Mr. Ford explained. 

3 Garden Suburbs 

There are also two or more “garden 
suburbs” for workingmen’s homes. In 
one such suburb 700 houses have al- 
ready been built. These, as described 
by Mr..Ford, sound tantalizing: built 
of solid masonry, with tiled roofs, four 
or five rooms, all improvements, in- 
cluding electric lights, and a garden 
space, at.a cost Ao the purchaser of 
$2000! At that, the man who is 
‘financing it will doubtless get his 
| money back and a small interest on 
his investment. 


“I was interested to note, when ![’ 


‘was in Rheims this summer, the num- 
|ber of children in these garden sub- 
‘urbs,” Mr.’ Ford remarked; “the Gov- 
ernment is practically subsidizing 
children by graduating the taxes. ac- 
cording to the children in the family. 
and a father with four children can 
borrow money several per cent 
cheaper than if he-had only one or 
two. This year, for the first time, the 
urban birth rate in France was higher 
than that in Germany.” 

Besides these suburbs, three large 
parks are planned fer and already 
partiaMy, if not wholly, completed. 
The canals, always such a picturesque 
feature of the city, are to be an im- 
portant part of the new one. The 
waterways are more wsed than @ver, 
with many of the canal boats drawn 
by horses as of yore, but many others 
by tractors. Whippet tanks used in 
_the war have found a new use now, 
for they crawl along the tow-paths 
with canal boats in leash behind them.

tohappen to them should they attempt to impose, by force, 
their domination upon Germany. 

. It is unfortunate, however, that even the thetins ét. 
this return should have been given publicity throughout 
the world. The sufferings of the German people were 
beginning to ameliorate the bitterness of other nations 
toward Germany, The questions of the responsibility 
for the war, or the integrity and good faith of the present 
Government in its relations to its creditors, and even that 
of the extent to which suffering has been due to the 
mercenary maneuvers of the great industrialists, were all 
being overshadowed by the pitiful details of the wide- 
spread destitution and hunger among the people. But 
even the open hand of charity will in fallibly be stayed 
should the “war lord,’ be greeted with a welcome by the 
people whom he forced into the field of Armageddon. 

It is wholly improbable that such a welcome will be 
forthcoming. It may perhaps be the part of wisdom for 

the governments of the former Allies to allow this matter 
to be put to the test rather than to intervene for the pur- 
pose of checking ¢he Kaiser's return. If the latter course 
should be followed, as is foreshadowed im today’s dis- 
patches, there will be the danger that-the Kaiser's former 
subjects may pay him the reverence due to a martyr. 

Should he return and fail miserably, as did Charley, or 
he made the ceriter of a-contemptible comedy, as was Von 
ludendorff, the question of the festoration of the mon- 
archy in Germany will be settled once for all. It may 
be a perilous course for tlte Allies to take, but it is w holly 
probable that the good sense of the German'people will 
justify entering upon it with confidence. It is fair to 
note that -that “people, through a period of unexampled 
provocation and during the continuance of more than a 
vear of such chaetic conditions in finance and in industry 
as would have impelled almost any other social organi- 
zation into violent revolt, have kept their heads, sup- 
ported their Government, and turned a deaf ear to the 
insidious promptings of Bolshevism. It is wholly proba- 
ble that, With the exception of a formerly favored class 
who hope for the restitution of their social and financial 
privileges, the German people will be equally sturdy in 
their resistance to anything that savors ofthe re-estab- 
lishment of the Hohenzollerns anda new display to the 
rest of the world of the Mailed Fist. 

ONE who, either from recollection or by means of 
glimpses caught from the experiences of those about ‘him, 
is able to reconstruct, as it were, 
the family circle, the reading 
table, and the glow ot, a wood 
fire on a winter evening fiity 
vears ago, is conscious that there 
once existed a tremendous con- 
structive force in American so- 
ciety. Perhaps as he looks about 
,today he wonders why, if such i in fact the case, thiF 
force has been in'a measure dissipated. -He.does not see, 
if Ne is able to recall the picture clearly, that the reading 
table around which the family is gathered, or the shelves 
or walls adjoining, are rich in the number of bound vol- 
umes available. There are few magazines, and perhaps 
but a single newspaper. And yet there is not apparent, 
as the picture is studied, any lack of interest on the part 
‘of those who _ read, presumably as their tastes dictate, 
the printed pages spread out before them. 

One involuntarily compares the picture with that pre- 
sented in many; Americar’ homes today. Sofwething seen 
in the oldér picture seems missing’ from the, one now 
viewed. There is no dearth of books arid magazines, or 
even of newspapers. Indeed, there are available literally 
hundreds of such publications now where’ thére was but 
one a ltalt century ago. And yet the ingerest—and that 
is the thing lacking—is not held now as it was then. 
The inclination to conclude, offhand, that the books, 
magazines, and newspapers are at fault, and that the lack. 
of interest is due solely to the character of these publica- 
tions, may not be exactly justihed. It is not an unfair 
inference to suppose that the lack of interest may be 
traced to the difficulty of the average reader in culling 
out the worthless and the inferior “befase. finding that 
which is really worth while. generation or so ago 
this selective process-was a simple one.

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James Stephens and the Legends |

Whuy mustn't we poke fun at Uignitaries? Is life so aus- 
tere that we must not wink? “Do public buildings never chuckle 
at themselves? Not even in the dark? Do polished floors 
never become gloomy if we do ge slip just a little way? And 
does civic responsibility—which is discussed to such length 
nowadays in Ireland—still the skle in our eyes so that we 
become like those who will. not 
“show theif teeth in the way of smile, 
Though. Néstor swear the jest be laughable”? 


And so on. That is the way my meditations have been running 

\ ever since | walked across the polished floor of the‘ directors’ 
room of the National Gallery, in Dublin, backed out of the 
door, made my way downstairs and was conducted by a braided 
official past the strict lawns. into Merrion Square. The gentle- 
man I shad left behind those stern railings in that high and 
polished room, among dignified glass-door bookcases and un- 
impeachable portraits, was James Stephens, who has been the 
delightful fiend at the elbow of the Good Gobbo of modern 
lrish literature: :

.rnest Boyd described James Stephens’ attude 
life as “the revolt of an unsophisticated mind -trainst unnatural 
decorum,” an observation which is worth bearing in mind in 
considering the criticism that he has done nothing as good as 
“The Charwoman’s Daughter,” that is, he. has been less 
himself since he has become preoccupied with fairies, and 
legends, and the airy miscellany of Gaelic lore. An artist 
triend of mine moaned aloud when he heard that Stephens’ 
latest book was a narration of the Deirdre legend. “We've 
had enough of the ‘splendor of the Gael,’ and not enough of 
the charwomanjs daughter,” he complained. [| remember 
exchanging opifons with my friend about the new book. We 
reminded ourselves of the ‘various “Deirdre” versions—of 
Yeats’ dream-wrapped story; of “A. E.'s” prose-poem; the 
deep-breathing poetry of Synge'’s idealized peasant speech 

which gave dear, living colors to his characters: 

I have put away sorrow like a shoe that is worn out and 
muddy, for it is I have had a life that will be envied by 
gre: it companies. 

—perhaps the noblest version of all. 

But Stephens’ version is in a difterent kev. He “pipes his 
iambics.” He is less noble but more delicately human than 
Synge. He tells the tale in slender prose. He does not give 
it the remoteness of legeM¥, but a nearness and brightness, as 
though he were telling us about friends of his with glamorous 
names. There is a lightness in his’ heroics; a suggestion of 
irreverence—or is he just’ a little forward and familiar ?— 
where legendary dignitaries are concerned. One catches men) 
a chuckle, or at anv rate one sees many a twinkle in his eve, 
when the heroes become too unbearably heroic—that Borach. 
for instance, who lived in a fortified’ rock by the sea and 
caught sharks through the windew and gave, fish banquets, to 
the disgust of the great Fergus MacRoy. 

What did James Stephens, the solemn-eyed. have to sa\ 
about the story, and about my friend's criticism? He spoke 
first of all with enthusiasm of the antiquity of the legend: 
it must have originated anywhere between 500-and 1000 vears 
B. C., although by the ‘vear 500 A. D. it had been forgotten. 
The King of Leinster at that time, wishing to take Its chiet 
bard down a peg or two—the chief bard having under him 
fifty other bards, each of whom had some nine retainers, was 
a power to be watched—asked one day tor the story ot 
Deirdre, knowing it had been forgotten. . The affronted bard 
left the court and commanded his followers to scour the 
country for tales—just as Gaelic Leaguers nowadays take down 
stories told them by Connemara peasants—with the result 

» that the great collection, called the Red Bratch Cycle, came 
to be recorded. The first epic of this cycle%is the famous 
Tain Bé Cualnge—the cattle raid of *Cualnge—which begins 
with the story of Deirdre; and James Stephens told me that 
it was his intention to retell the whole Tain Bo pic, a task 
which would*involve the writing of at least fiveevohimes.

“So-there is no more chance of any more books of “The 
Charwoman’'s Daughter’ type?” I asked. “They savy vou are | 
lusing touch with lite by telling about the legends.” Thereupon 
‘he became very interesting, for the question really in- 
Volves the whole controversy about the stndv of Gaelic tradition 
and the storied past, in preference to coincidence with modern 
ideas. It almost involves the question of the revival of the 
Gaelic language. Mr. Stephens holds that the time and setting 
of a story are of no consequence. Many a modern story is as 
dead as any archeological relic. The test of literature is that 
it must have the breath of life in it, for everywhere, Mr. 
Stephens says, there is infinite manifestation of life. A story 
provides a parallel to life; and a story does not live, whatever 
its date, setting, or derivation; if it does not concern itself 
in lively fashion- with Rises emotions which have been with 
mortals for time immemorial. By a lifeless sense of thé archaic, 
a belief that because a thing was legendary or historic it had 
to be treated with unnatural austerity or unnatural romanti- 
cism, many writers had chilled the warm lite out of the 
legends. In essentials there is no difference between an imag- 
inary policeman and an imaginary demigod. 

Mr.’ Stephens wants to use the legends.as channels through 
which to pass of what he feels about sun, and clouds, and wind, 
and human beings; and the half-humorous, indecorous, delicate 
style of his makes Deirdre talk to us in familiar, simple words. 
He has become on easy terms with dignitaries. He has, to 
paraphrase Kipling, walkkd with kings without losing the 
common touch, and Deirdre and the. charwoman’s daughter, 
and Naosi, and the leprechaun, and James Stephens, and all 
beautiful, whimsical, goblinish things,’ are one and the same 
person. And now you know why I ask if public buildings 
never chuckle—the National Gallery in Dublin, for instance.

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‘ By the Nisei Sea - Siberia 


AN EXPEDITION, described in the China Weekly Review 
as of great interest and possible significance to the Far East, 
has set out from England for the purpose of demonstrating 
the value of utilizing*the North Sea route for communication 
with Siberia and abrodd.. This trading expedition is«under 
the auspices of the well-known Arctic explorer, Vilkitski, and 
financed by the Russian Co-operative Society “Centrosoyouz.” 
According to the Review, “it left the port of Hull, in England, 
on the Ist of August for the Sea of Kara, and thence to 

» Kransnovarsk onthe River ¥enesei. [he expedition consists 
of three steamers flying the Soviet flag and one steamer fiving 
the British flag. In addition, a barge having a tonnage of 
1000 tons accompanies the expedition. Over 2000 tons of 
goods, such as piece goods, tea, cocoa, coffee, and, the complete 
machinery to fit out two soap factories, are being traisported 
in the steamers and every available tree place on board was 


loaded with ceal.”’
